DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 5-7 and 18-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art fairly teaches or suggest forming a thin film explosive detonator by depositing a 
metal cation on a substrate and then reacting with azide (HN3) gas to form the primary 
explosive layer. It is known to use deposition methods to deposit a metal cation onto a 
substrate to form an explosive detonator and metal azides are known explosive 
compounds, it is also known to deposit metal compounds such as silver azide onto a 
substrate as a precursor, but this is to form a conductive layer. However, there is no 
teaching, suggestion, or motivation in the prior art or the knowledge generally available 
to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention, to modify any of the prior art 
teachings to arrive at applicants instantly claimed method for forming a thin film 
explosive detonator, by reacting a deposited metal cation with azide gas. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
